RESOURCES. 
The preliminary report of the board appointed 
by the President to consider the problem of oil 
conservation is admirable for the general principles 
asserted.

The 
shots were fired by Leon Czolgosz’of 
Detroit, who declared after the shoot- 
ing that he was an anarchist and had 
only done his duty. 

One bullet struck the President in 
the upper portion of the breast bone, 
glancing and not penetrating. The 
second bullet penetrated the abdomen 
five inches below left nipple and 
one and one-half i es to the left of 
the median line. It was found the 
bullet had penetrated the stomach. No 
injury to the intestines was discovered. 
The wounds in front and rear walls of 
the stomach were carefully closed with 
silk stitches. The Presidept stood the 
operation well. At 1040 tonight the 
President's physicians issued this bul-

PARTIES FIGHT 
DEBT CANCELING 


Candidates Insist Foreign 
Nations Must Pay. 


(Chicago Tribune Press Service.) 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 6.—[Spe- 
cial.]~-Republicans and Democrats ac- 
tive in their party affairs continue to 
stand firm against complete cancella- 
tion of foreign debts, despite an in- 
creasing agitation within as well as 
outside this country for such action 
by the United States. 


Congressional candidates of both 
parties this fall, with few exceptions, 
will oppose cancellation. The Repub- 
licans, as a rule, will take their cue 
from President Coolidge and Secretary 
of the Treasury Mellon, who have re- 
fused to consider cancelation, but 
have favoted the funding of the debts 
of the various countries in accordance 
with the principle of the capacity of 
each to pay. 


Unable to Agree. 


The Democrats were unable to agree = 


on opposition as a party issue to the 
debt’ Settlements as recommended by 
the Mellon debt commission, but most 
of the minority leaders are on record 
against what they regard as excessive 
liberality. The insurgent Republicans 
have taken a position similar to that 
of the Democrats. 

Tee Republicans show the greater 
tendency toward partial cancellation. 
notwithstanding the fact that the 
Democrats have been regarded more 
as internationalists, due to their ad- 
‘vocacy of the league of nations. ° 

From New Loans. 

As analyzed by the politicians, _ the 
sentiment for complete cancellation 
comes:-partly from international bank- 
ers, who have a vision of greater prof- 
its from new loans to foreign interests 


if the European nations are relieved of | ' 


their war debts, partly from different 
groups of pro-British, pro-French, or 
pro-Italian among Americans. 

Other sentiment comes from senti- 
men ts who believe there would be 
a greater efa of good feeling between 
the United States and European na- 
‘tions if we were to cancel the debts, 
and partly from economists and other 
students of international. affairs.

IN EIGHT YEARS 


Hike Per Capita Out- 
lay on Same Scale. 


{Chicage Tribune Press Service.] 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 6.—([Spe- 
cial.j—Per capita expenditures and per 
capita indebtedness of the 48 states 
more. than doubled during the period 
from 1917 to 1925, according to a sum- 
mary -of financial statistics of all the 
states issued today by the department 
of commerce. 

The per capita expenditures for the 
maintenance and operation of the gen- 
fame departments of the state govern- 
ments went up from $4.19 per capita 
in 1917: to $9.20 per capita im 1925. 
The figure was $9 in 1924, The per 
capita net indebtedness mounted from 
$4.93 in 1917 to $11.12 in 1925. It 
was $10.64 in 1924. 


Up $118,683,000 Last Year. 

Twenty-six states effected a decrease 
in their indebtedness in 1925, but the 
aggregate increase in the net debt of 
the 48 states last year was $118,683,- 
000. The total indebtedness at the 
end of last year amounted to $1,251,- 
702,639. Bonds issued during 1925 were 
chiefly for highways. 

The total revenue recstete of the 
state governments for 1925 were $1,- 
485,242,240. This was $373,703,981

Bill to Congress Asks the 
~ Return of All Rights.

[Chicago Tribane Press Service.) 
Mexico City, Sept. 6.—In a petition 
which the Catholic episcopate drafted 
today for presentation in congress this 
week they declare that the provisions 
of the constitution and laws affecting 


the church are tyrannical], oppressive, 
and fatal to the development and life 
of the church. 
A statement accompanying copies 
of the petition says the Catholics are 
ledged to use ali their influence to 
the federation and states to re- 
form or remove the laws affecting the. 
activities of Catholic organizations. 
No Desire to Mix in Politics. 
After the preamble, explaining that 
the Catholic church has no desire to 
mix in politics but will maintain itself 
within its own proper sphere, the peti- 
tion declares that while the govern- 
ment has the right to dictate laws 
governing the church in so far as its 
civil state is concerned, it has no right 
to invade the territory belonging pe- 
culiarly to the church. 
The petition demands “ liberty of in- 
struction, without which liberty of 
thought and speech become a myth; 
liberty of association, permitting those 
professing réligious vov’s to realize a 
life dedicated to God; liberty of wor- 
ship, guaranteeing an independent life 
for the religious Hierarchy and govern- 
ment; the fulfillment of religious rites 
without taxation or oppression; the 
right of the church to possess prop- 
erty absolutely mecessary to religious 
ends and the needs of the church.” 
Will Reopen Churches. 
The petition promises that the Cath- 
olics will roopen. the churches and

The petitioners assert that they have 
no intention of interfering with what 
the government calls its national aspl- 
rations and the redemption of work-

“ We object té slavery of the church, 
which is nothing less than slavery of 
all Catholics, in the exercise of re- 
ligion, which sooner or-later will bring 
on other slavery,” the petition says.
